There ia a very peculiar craft plying

the waters of Niaraga liiver; too large for
a plavthing, too small to bo a competitor
in either freight or passenger traffic, ib
serves only as a pleasure yacht to its ownner,General James 0. Strong, of this city.
It in named the Firefly anil is an object of
curiosity on account of its novel motive
power. It was the priviloge of an Jirprtu
reporter yesterday to be one of a small
party to take a cruiso on the Firefly to the
Oaktield Club house at Grand Island and
return. Tho entire machinery, engine,
boiler and hII takes up leas room than an
ordinary cooking 8tovo and resembles it
in fact as woll an appearance. It is nothingmore nor lees tlmn an oil stovo, which
propels a ateam engine of two-horna power.
Tho originality of tho invention in the
automatic adjustment to the feed, which
makes the employment to a "ctokqft" «n*
necessary. Two jets of steam connect
with the two outlet pipes of a four gallon
tank of oil, after the manner of a blowpipe,
ami blow the oil through horizontal castironpipes into the tire box, which is very
shallow. As the oil, thus atomized passes
into the liro box it feeds tho flamo, and
steam is generated. When the steam

Pressure reaches a certain bight, indicated
y tho steam gauge, n diaphrngm acts

automatically on the steam current, reducingii* force, and conmjaently, dirnin-

isbing the quantity of fuel. So, too, whei
1 h«» steam pressure lowers the automatic
diaphragm opens up the valve and tnori
fuel ia added. By this "governor" th<
pressure ia kept uniform.

like the Firefly, for pleasure and recet
tion rather than great carrying capacity
The Firefly's owner ia exceedingly prou
of his possession and fakes much pleaaur
in her. The hoat is twenty-five feet Ion
with five fret beam, and will cornfortabl
carry a party of ten or twelve; since i
was launched, about three weeks ag<
there has hardly been a day bat that
has been in service.
